This department appears every day in 
CAKES FOR THE SUMMER 
WEDDING. 
Christmas and New Year's 
time is the greatest cake making 
period of the year, but about this 
season there is a great need for 
festive cakes also, for about here comes 
the bride. 

' Instead of lamenting that we cannot 
make the old fashioned spirit flavored 
wedding cake, which was heavy, impos- 
sible often to eat with any safety at 
all, and more or less a waste anyway. 
we ought to be glad. It undoubtedly 
took brandy or some of its relatives to 
make it keep long and well, after its 
fashion. It was strangely unpalatable 
when fresh, but with the ripening the 
fruits began to blend their flavors and 
it became palatable.

_ Qnethird cup of butter, one cup of 


food per portion and in calories to 
make a whole day’s ration, it is best 
this cake be simple. It is no longer 
the mode to eat so much as formerly, 
even if the oceasion be festive. 


Five Egg White Cake. 


The old recipes for this cake con- 
tained four times the quantities of in- 
gredients—all ingredients—that we put 
into them today. Twenty ege whites 
instead of five, three pounds o* sugar, 
a pound of butter, and so fortb, were 
the quantities used. The cake so made 
besides being called bride’s cake was 
also called mountain cake, lady cake, 
etc. For our proportions today let us 
take one-half cup of butter, preferably 
unsalted; one and one-half cups of 
sugar, one-half cup sour milk, one and 
three-fourths to two cups of best pas- 
try flour, three-fourths teaspoon cream 
of tartar, one-fourth teaspoon soda, five 
egg whites, flavoring. The conven- 
tional flavor for this cake is rose. An 
excellent flavor is all almond-—about 
half a teaspoon—or a bit of aitmond, 
vanilla, and lemon. Mixing flavors re- 
quires practice, but it gives novelty 
or differentness to our cakes. 


Cream butter in same way as for 


*four egg white cake, with knife and 


til a smooth cream, then cream in 
sugir, add milk well whipped with egg 
beater, getting the mixture perfectly 
smooth. . Sift the flour several timcs 
and fold in half of it slowly, then add 
the rest alternately with the egg white 
which has been beaten until completely 
dry, folding in all. If half the flour 
is alternated thus wita ihe egg whites 
—perhaps dividing each into three por- 
tions—a certain type of lightness may 
be secured which is near perfection. 
Finally put the soda, cream of tartar, 
and flavoring into a measuring cup, 
and dip over them a large tablespoon 
of the batter. Stir these together as 
thoroughly as possible, and then add 
to batter and fold in completely. Bake 


one-half cup sugar, four egg yolks, one 
cup of flour, one-half teaspoon baking 
powder, three tablespoons of chilled 
orange juice or cold water, and a bit 
of flavoring if the water is used. 
Cream the butter and sugar, mix thor- 
oughly with them the yolks of the eggs 
beaten until light colored with what- 
ever liquid is used, sift the baking 
powder with the flour—wbeat several 
times—and add to the other ingredi- 
ents part at a time, folding in. 


Bake in a rather thin sheet in & 
moderate oven. Establish a 300 de 
gree oven by lighting the oven as soon 
as you go into the kitchen to make 
your cake, allowing it to run up and 
then lowering it to a point where it 
will remain stationary. It is impor- 
tant not to bake a gold ceke in a hot 
oven—the crust is not pleasant to eat. 
But we must have one that will heat 
the dough through rather quickly. If 
the cake is then baked in small por- 
tions it will soon cook sufficiently. 


Walnut Cake, 


To make a walnut cake add one-third 
or one-half cup of walnuts cut fine to 
the above recipe for gold cake, 


Four and Three Egg Angel Cakes. 


Take three or four egg whites, one 
half cup of sugar, one-half cup of flour 
with four eggs, one-third with three, a 
little powdered citric acid, a few drops 
of vanilla. Powdered citric acid is per- 
haps better for stiffening egg white 
than is cream of tartar. Since a fourth 
of a teaspoon of it with three egg 
whites will affect the flavor positively, 
perhaps one-eighth of a teaspoon is bet- 
ter. Beat the egg whites until frothy,
